REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references of record, singly or combined, teaches or suggests a method of 
simultaneously spraying on a substrate two separate solutions/suspensions/dispersions 
of (1) film-forming coating agent in a liquid and (2) pigments in a liquid, evaporating the 
liquid to form a uniformly pigmented film coating on the substrate. WO 00/05307 
("WO'307") teaches a method of coating a film-coating agent and pigment by spraying 
but fails to teach simultaneously spraying the two ingredients as two separate liquid 
admixture by first separately mixing the ingredients in separate liquids. The 
Abletshauser article teaches application of multiple nozzles to simultaneously spray a 
film coating substance and a crosslinking agent for such film coating substance. It 
would not have been obvious to apply the method of Abletshauser in WO'307 because 
the ingredients taught in WO'307 include particulate materials. Moreover, while the 
method in the WO'307 creates clogging problem due to the presence of particulate 
materials (i.e. pigments), such problem does not exist in the Abletshauser. Therefore, it 
would not have been possible to solve the problem in WO'307 by applying the method 
of Abletshauser. Thus, it would not have been obvious to combine. Furthermore, even 
if they were combined, the mixing of the coating ingredients in separate liquids and 
consequent step of evaporating the liquid to form a uniform coating would not be 
envisionable from the combination.
